Winston Churchill’s proposal that, if 

he is elected to power, he will adopt en- 
tirely new methods to end the “cold war” 
is so important that it is difficult to see 
how the British voter can fail td be im- 
pressed with it. 
Certainly it holds out a new hope to 
the common man all over the world who 
feels that the stereotyped handling of the 
international situation by obvious medi- 
ocrities is leading gradually but inevitably 
to another conflict, 

And that conflict, if it comes, can be so 
horrible, so the scientists assure us, as to 
devastate the planet and make large sec- 
tions of it uninhabitable. 

There is no doubt that a great volume 
of sincerity and good will and intellectual 
integrity is at work throughout Britain 
and the United States trying to solve the 
problem of growing hostility between 
Soviet Russia and the democracies, 

But the very fact that the breach con- 
tinues to widen and that the threat con- 
tinues to enlarge indicates that these quali- 
ties, desirable and necessary as they are, 
are not enough. 


Where’s That New 


More than two months have passed 


since city council last danced lightly 
around Edmonton's garbage collection 
problem, 

In mid-December aldermen sparred 


with the new garbage bylaw previously ap- 
proved by the bylaws committee, endorsing 
it with the exception of one item—the 
very crux of the whole business. 

They sidestepped the question of cut- 
ting total weight of garbage can and con- 
tents to 75 pounds, and asked commis- 
sioners to report back on whether suffici- 
ent light-weight cans can be made avail- 
able by July 1, to replace the estimated 
35,000 to 40,000 oil and gas drums which 
now line the city’s back lanes. 

It was reported at that time that the 
new bylaw was to come into effect July 1. 

Where is the commissioners’ report on 
garbage can availability? 

Where is council’s determination to 
resolutély effect a literal cleanup of Ed- 
monton’s disgraceful garbage situation? 

Are we going to have lighter garbage 


-And so one’s mind goes back to the war . 
years when sincerity and good will and in- 
tellectual integrity were busy losing the 
struggle as rapidly as it could be lost and 
when a greater intelligence coupled with a 
greater will came into the picture and ap- 
plied a new indomitable force to the hope- 
less situation and the tide was turned, 

The world is in just as grave danger 
today as it was in 1940. The present drift 
into deeper hostility, which represents 
the best effort of the mediocrities, is ex- 
actly parallel to the advancing line of the 
Germans against which the mediocrities 
of that day were also helpless. 

No man can believe that there is ab- 
solutely no common ground upon which the 
democracies can meet with the Russians 
and find some mutual point of agreement. 

If that common ground can be found, 
Winston Churchill will find it. 

For this is a case that needs unusual 
qualities of leadership, an emergency in 
which ordinary talent will not work. 

That is why Canadians watch the Brit- 
ish elections next week with unusual in- 
terest. It is not too much to say that the 
fate of the world may hang on them, 


Garbage Bylaw?

Their disappointment must be acute, in 
view of the merry-go-round treatment both 
the taxi and garbage questions have re- 
ceived, 

It's long past time for council to come 
to firm grips with both. 

Tonight's special meeting, it is to be 
devoutly hoped, will settle the contentious 
and long-standing taxi control muddle. 

What are we waiting for on the garbage 
problem?

Some years ago coal miners de- 
vised a system of pension and 
other welfare benefits financed 
by a royalty from the coal they 
mined, 

There are valid arguments as 
to whether this system of charg- 
ing an industry and the con- 
sumers of the products of that 
industry, with welfare benefits 
of the employes is sound, But 
leaving that aspect aside, there 
is still a further question as to 
whether the method of financing, 
that is, by a production royalty, 
is in the best interests of the in- 
dustry itself. 

On this score, a recent decision 
of a Saskatchewan coal commis- 
sion is worth considering 

The Saskatchewan commission 
has reported the welfare fund 
contributions should be based 
upon a percentage of earnings 
rather than the tonnage pro- 
duced, The report says, “In cases 
of a per ton assessment, rising 
productivity increases the over- 
all cost, while in the case of con- 
tributions on a percentage or 
earnings, increased productivity 
tends to decrease the per ton 
cost.” 

It has been recognized in all 
industries that increased pay and 
increased employe benefits are 
Only possible insofar as produc- 
tion rates are increased. With re- 
gard to coal mining it has also 
been recognized that greater 
efficiency and better machinery 
were the only means by which 
production costs of coal could be 
reduced to the point where coal 
could hope to compete with other 
fuels. It has been stressed re- 
peatediy that Canadian 
mines must consider constant im- 
provement in mining machinery 
{f the coal industry was to re- 
main in a healthy condition

If wages, however, are tied te 
the amount produced on a piece~ 
work or contract basis and if wel- 
fare contributions are also based 
on the tonnage produced, it 
means the higher the production 
rate, the higher are the produc~ 
tion costs, It simply means there 
is little advantage for anyone to 
devise means for increasing pro- 
duction rates since it will still be 
impossible to reduce selling 
prices, A mine might as well go 
along with a low production rate, 

I do not suggest a change in 
welfare payments would solve 
everything. It would simply solve 
part of it. It would still be neces- 
Sary to get away from contract 
tonnage pay 

But if these changes could be 
made, then miners and operators 
would each benefit to the point 
where there would then be a 
sound incentive to produce lower- 
priced coal on an increased 
volume basis, 


Subsidy 
A stop-Gap 

This would not mean a reduc- 
tion either in wages or welfare 
payments. It would simply mean 
a mine could afford to instal cost- 
ly mining equipment which per- 
mits vastly increased production 
rates per day, With each increase 
in production rates the unit cost 
would be reduced, 

It should be obvious the fu- 
ture of coal mining in Alberta 
depends upon one of two things, 
or possibly both of them: estab- 
lishment of local industries that 
could utilize coal at its present 
cost, or else a lowering of the 
final cost to the point where east- 
ern markets can be held, 

The mining industry is never 
foing to prosper with the present 
stop-gap system of subsidy. 
Neither is it going to prosper 
with the existing level of produc- 
tion 

This ts a matter in which the 
miners have an equal interest 
t would seem there is sound 
nm behind the finding of the 
Saskatchewan coal commission 
which point to a mutually advan- 
tageous method for getting the 
mining industry into a sounder, 
FEN stable and valuable condi- 
ion,
